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Long  Time  School  Director 
Retires  with  Goal  in  Sight

After  42  years  as  a member 
of  Winfield  Twp.  School  Board, 
Andrew  J.  Lang  has  retired, 
but  not  before  his  goal  of  all 
those  years  has  almost  be- 
come a reality  — a consoli- 
high  school  for  district 


Although  actual  ground 
breaking  has  been  delayed 
awaiting  state  funds,  Mr.  Lang 
is  able  to  see  blue  prints  of  his 
long  cherished  dream.  As  a 
ier  of  the  building  com- 
of  South  Butler  Joint 
Board,  he  has  had  a 
part  In  planning  the  mil 
lion  dollar  structure. 

Even  though  his  active  par- 
ticipation in  school  board  ac 
tivities  ceased  last  week,  for 
arthritis  has  slowed  up  his 
movements,  his  keen  mind  will 
never  cease  to  follow  the  ac- 
tions of  those  taking  his  place. 
When  the  new  high  school  is 
dedicated,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  he  will  be  in  the  front 
row,  where  he  well  deserves  to 
be. 

From  the  day  when  Mr. 
first  took  office  in  1913. 
he  has  sought  consolidation  for 
the  district.  Through  the  years 
he  suffered  many  disappoint- 
ments and  the  usual  criticism 
faced  by  office-holders.  But  he 
never  lost  his  dream. 


His  own  educational  opportu 
nities  were  limited.  For  three 
years  he  walked  the  three 
miles  to  Christian  Day  School 
of  St.  Luke’s  Lutheran  Church 
in  Hannahstown.  For  five  more 
years,  he  walked  a mile  and 
a half,  to  the  nearest  township 
school.  High  school  education 
at  that  time  was  out  of  the 
question. 

Realizing  the  inadequacies  in 
his  schooling  opportunities,  he 
determined  that  future  genera- 
tions would  have  a better 
chance  for  acquiring  knowl- 
edge. Always  a man  who  tries 
to  “do  something  about 


things.*'  he  sought  election  to 
the  Winfield  Twp.  School 
Board,  a job  he  won  handily. 

During  his  first  year  on  Hie 
board,  he  was  “just  a mem- 
ber.” His  second  year  in  office 
he  was  named  treasurer,  a 
post  he  held  for  two  years.  The 
next  year,  having  recognized 
his  administrative  abilities, 
board  members  elected  him 
president,  a post  he  has  held 
until  his  retirement. 

From  his  first  year  on  the 
board,  he  talked  consolidation. 
In  1913,  Winfield  Twp.  had 
seven  one-room  schools  and  a 
two-room  building  in  Cabot. 
Two  years  later,  a two-room 
school,  still  in  operation,  was 
opened  in  West  Winfield.  Later 
another  room  was  added  to  the 
Cabot  building. 

In  1924.  a private  academy 
which  had  given  high  school  in- 
struction in  Cabot  was  closed 
down.  It  was  taken  over  by 
Winfield  Board  and  reopened 
as  the  first  public  high  school 
in  the  district  in  1926. 

In  1929  the  first  step  of  Mr. 
Lang’s  dream  was  realized 
when  ground  was  broken  for 
the  first  consolidated  grade 
and  high  school  in  the  town- 
ship. Students  entered  it  in 
1930  and  most  of  the  one-room 
buildings  were  eliminated. 

In  1936,  another  progressive 
step  was  taken.  Clinton  Twp. 
and  Winfield  Twp.  formed  a 
consolidated  district,  and  addi- 
tions to  the  present  school 
were  begun. 

Still  Mr.  Lang  did  not  lose 
sight  of  the  real  goal,  a well- 
equipped  joint  high  school, 
equal  to  city  schools,  for  the  so 
often  neglected  country  chil- 
dren. 

From  time  to  time,  he  made 
overtures  to  area  school 
boards,  outlining  the  advan- 
tages of  having  their  own  high 
school.  Time  after  time  he  was 
turned  down  and  ridiculed.  But 
he  never  lost  faith.  Soon 
more  and  more  people  were 
echoing  his  beliefs  and  voters 
were  electing  board  member# 
who  agreed  with  Mr.  Lang. 

Forty  years  after  Mr.  Lan* 
and  his  dream  first  were  elect 
ed  to  the  Winfield  Twp.  Board 


he  had  the  satisfaction  of  see- 
ing Jfferson,  Clinton,  Winfield 
and  Penn  Twp.  join  with  Sax- 
ci. burg  borough  to  make  his 
dicam  come  true. 

The  time  he  spent  for  the 
community’s  future  welfare 
was  taken  from  a busy  life.  Be- 
sides his  100  acre  farm,  which 
he  actively  operated  until  re- 
cent years,  he  has  taken  an  ac- 
tive interest  in  Butler  County 
Extension  Service,  where  he 
was  president  for  a term  and 
member  of  the  board  for  many 
years. 

A keen  believer  in  service  to 
God.  he  has  held  many  offices 
in  St.  Luke's  Lutheran  Church, 
Hannahstown.  He  has  served 
as  deacon,  trustee  and  elder. 
At  present,  he  is  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  having 
served  in  that  post  for  20 
years.  He  is  also  a member 
of  the.  building  committee  for 
the  church  and  the  teachers 
home.  At  present,  he  is  helping 
plan  for  a new  educational 
plant. 

Mr.  Lang  was  a member  of 


Butler  County  School  Boam 

11  years. 

He  is  an  official  in  Hannahs- 
town Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Co.  and  manager  of  Hills  vale 
Gas  and  Oil  Co.,  a firm  that 
manages  40  oil  wells  in  the 
district. 

Mr.  Lang  and  his  wife  have 
reared  four  children,  three  of 
whom  are  still  living.  The; 
have  nine  grandchildren  and  1 
great-grandchildren. 

What  does  a man  who  has 
devoted  so  much  of  himself  to 
community  service  realize 
from  all  this  time  and  energy 
so  freely  given? 

On  his  tie  he  proudly  wears 
a gold  tie  clasp,  engraved  with 
a single  word  “Service.”  This 
was  presented  by  Dr.  John 
Connell,  county  school  super- 
intendent. at  a banquet  held 
recently  in  Mr.  Lang’s  honor. 

In  his  pocket  is  a bill  fold 
given  at  the  same  time  by  hi# 
fellow  board  members. 

In  his  heart  is  deep  appi 
ciation  for  the  cooperation  at
